Extremes of heat and OOtt «tt to 


produced artificially to each intense «r:: 
tents nowadays that it is a physical im- 
possibility to measure them •with abso- 
lute accuracy. "We cannot measure the 
infinitesimal," says Charles Whiting, 
Baker, editor of Engineering News.' 
"The best we can do is to make cart- 
ful estimates. The greatest heat pro- 
duced, artificially is that of an elec- 
tric arc furnace, the kind that is used 
in the production of artificial diamonds, 
calcium carbide, etc. It is so intense 
that nothing exists with which to re- 
cord it. It is estimated, however, to be 
of about 4,000 degrees F. 


"The coldest known temperature ia 


that of liquid air, which freezes alcohol 
and mercury and distances all means of 
measuring. It is claimed for it that 
with it a temperature of 400 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit is reached. The 
present limits of heat and cold are 
therefore represented by the arc fur; 
nice and the liquid air."

Graphic Description of Existing 


Conditions at the Seat 


of War. 


At noon of the 22nd of April Captain 


Linecott of the 1st Nevada Volunteer 
Cavalry received a telegram from the 
adjutant general of hia division briefly 
saying, "A barge load of prisoners will 
leave Manila for Cavite at 11 A. M. to-day. 


You will return troop in light march- 


ing order, prepared to be gone probably 
six days." 


Soon a bustle and racket was progress- 


ing in the camp, which, owing to the 
long continued monotony of routine duty, 
had sunk into a semi-apathetic state. 


They were going to move. They were 


going to Manila on the other aide of the 
bay, and would perhaps be ordered to 
the front and given an opportunity to 
participate in a pitched battle, for _ which 
they had been yearning so long. 


Lieutenant Gignonx in a letter dated 


May 4th to one of the JOURNAL staff 
gives the following accoumt of the late 
movements of our boys. 


"Our men worked rapidly and in a few 


hours we were marching toward Manila. 
It is needless to say the boys were de- 
lighted to leave Cavite, where we have 
been camped ever since arriving here. 
We reached Manila at five o'clock that 
evening and camped beneath the ancient 
wall of an old town in a spot replete 
with relics and surroundings of historic 
and legendary interest. 


"About 8 o'clock the next morning it 


began to rain, so we were obliged to seek 
shelter. We found a large unoccupied 
room and a sheltered court at the electric 
light works, where a detachment of the 
12tn Infantry were guarding baggage. 
Our boys soon made themselves at home. 
Some soldiers of the 12th contrived to 
slip a hoop and get a gimlet into a bar- 
rel of whisky of which there were several 
among the stores. 
Ye brave and jolly 


soldier boy is always ready for a lark of 
any kind to relieve the sameness of camp 
life, but they rarely do anything with 
malicious intent. A number of our boys 
ampled the whisky but not even the 
most ardent lover of this potent distilla- 
ion became intoxicated, which shows 
hie excellent effect of a year's military 
isoipline. They knew if they got drunk 
; would incur severe punishmeat. 
"The next morning we got our orders 


and moved to the barracks, viz Estado 
Mayor. They are just outside the walled 
ity and were occupied by the Spanish 
infantry during the late war. A part of 
he 1st California Infantry waa with us 
or awhile, but on the 27th of April they 
ere ordered to the front and we were 
eft behind. 


"We now have 68 men here; the rest 
re still at Cavite. One man is in the 
ospital ill with FbJlipino itch, a very 


disagreeable but not dangerous affliction. 


"Our guard consists of 64 men and is 
steady 'graft' of two hours on and four 
ours off without relief. Lieut. Wright 
nd I relieve each other as officer of ths 
uard anl p x>r Cap. is officer of the day 
ontmuously. 


'I went out some four miles past 


Vlalolos to the Baybag river where a bat- 
le had been fought on the afternoon of 
ie previous day. One span had been cut 
ut of the bridge to destroy the approach 
o the Fhillipino side and the railroad 
rack was torn up as far as we could see. 


"We thought when we came here that 


we were going to the front at once, but 
he military department is a complex 
machine and we are here yet. There 
eems very little chance for us to get in- 
to a scrap. This may be lucky or un 
noky according to the view taken."
